The Kuwailis are spurred on in this com- 
petition by promises of huge financial gains. 


In addition to the $200,000 each for a suc- 
cessful first round, the Kuwait Soccer Feder- 
ation has promised each player $8600 for a 
draw and $17,000 for a win.

West Germans gaped at 
their television screens in 
disbelief as their much- 
fancied national team 
crashed to a 2-1 defeat by 
unfancied Algeria in Group 
Two. 

“Incredible,” “a night- 
mare,” ‘‘a catastrophe,"’ were 
the words sports com- 
mentators used to describe the 
result. 

As the green-shirted Alge- 


rians outran and outplayed the 
West Germans, a television 
commentator felt obliged to 
remind viewers: ‘‘In case 
you're unsure, the Germans 
are the ones with the white 
shirts.” 

Outside a television shop in 
Bonn, dozens of fans were 
stunned into silence by the 
result and in the city’s pubs 
the atmosphere was described 
as funeral-like 

A bar owner in Essen put up 
a sign warning: “Anyone talk- 
ing about football tonight will 
be ejected.”’ > 

But interior Minister Ger- 
hart Baum sent the team a 
telegram, saying: “Chins up — 
don’t let it get you down. 
Everything is still possible.”’ 


Within minutes of the Alge- 
rian victory, thousands of deli- 
riously happy people raced 
into the streets of downtown 
Algiers as motorists blared 
their horns and jubilant fans 
set off fireworks. 

The normally crowded 
Streets and sidewalks were 
deserted during the match as 
people gathered around every 


available television set to 
watch the game 

“The West Germans were 
strong opponents, but today we 
saw their defects and took ad- 
vantage of them,” Algerian 
coach Khalef said. 

“Our team still lacks some 
scoring ability but that is more 
or less a psychological prob- 
lem,” said Khalef, who took 
over the squad several months 
ago after Yevgeni Rogov was 
dismissed. 

Balloumi said his winning 
goal “is dedicated to the Alge- 
rian people for the 20th anni- 
versary of independence, 
which was celebrated this 
year 

Following on Cameroon's 
heroic no-score draw against 
Peru, Algeria’s win showed 
the world that African soccer 
power is for real. 

Making their World Cup 
debut, the Algerians were re- 
garded as no-hopers against 
Iwice-champions West 
Germany and the result made 
nonsense of the form chart in 
Group Two, 

The Germans had been ex- 
pected to dominate, leaving 
Austria and Chile to battle for 
the second qualifying slot. 

The Germans could have no 
complaints about emerging on 


the wrong end of one of the 
most unexpected results in 
World Cup history. 

Algeria’s goals came from 
Rabah Majer after 53 minutes 
and Lakhdar Belloumi in the 
68th minute. Karl-Heinz Rum- 
menigge scored the Germans’ 
goal after 67 minutes. 

The Algerians, who three 
months ago could finish only 
fourth in the African Nations 
Cup, achieved the remarkable 
distinction of joining Brazil 
and reigning world champion 
Argentina as the only teams to 
beat West Germany since 1978 
in the World Cup 

The Algerians, after a first 
half which proved they need 
not be overawed by the reputa- 
tion of the West Germans, took 
the lead eight minutes into the 
second half through winger 
Rabah Madjer 


Belloumi, African Foot- 
baller of the Year who had a 
brilliant game, waltzed into 
the penalty area to sweep ina 
shot which could only be de- 
flected away from the net.

In Brazil, excited fans from 
Belem on the Amazon River to 
Porto Alegre near the Uru- 
guayan border began a night of 
celebrations as soon as the 
final whistle blew in Seville. 

Four years ago, in the 1978 
World Cup, Brazil seemed to 
have fost its way. It was no 
Jonger able to baffle opponents 
by its mercurial quickening of 
the match tempo, its remark- 
able improvisation and its daz- 
zling individual flourishes. 


They tried to switch to the 
more robust European style 
and failed. But now Santana 
has moulded his team into 
something resembling the 
great Brazilians of the past. 

Memories of Brazilian 
legends of the past, such as 
Pele. Garrincha and Didi, 
came vividly to mind, as 
Brazil teased and tormented 
the Soviet Union into submis- 
sion.

Argentina is highly fancied to retain the trophy for many years 
to come, given the ever-experimental nature of its game. 

Amnesty’s list of groups subjected to this particularly offensive 
régime reads like the telephone book. 

Says Amnesty," . . . organisations inside Argentina trying to 
investigate and monitor human rights abuses have been harassed, 
intimidated and arrested."’ A brilliant move this, not only do they 
beat up the opposition, they also beat up the referee! 

Spectator enjoyment is however greatly reduced by the fact 
that the Argentinian squad performs some of its best moves at 
night and by the lack of media coverage. 

Indeed the Argentinian players are so jealous of their tactical 
manoeuvres that anyone reporting them may regret it. 


POLAND 


This team has just hit the international headlines again with a 
series of spectacular friendly matches often played at the Polish 
port of Gdansk, after a long period in the doldrums.

What happened to Tony? 


The first ever meeting of Philips Soccer League secre- 
taries spent several hours discussing media relations by 
the clubs last weekend. 

The emphasis on the subject was an obvious indicator of the 
vital importance of the matter, as well as of the obvious short- 
comings which exist. 

In view of this it was rather a pity that six member clubs were 
not in attendance, while the press was represented only by yours 
truly of “Soccer Action” and Ted Simmons of Australian Associ- 
ated Press. 

Simmons, who is also president of the Australian Soccer Press 
Association (NSW branch), gave a lengthy talk on the principles 
and mechanics of media relations, while I pointed out a number of 
areas where problems arise in day to day contacts. 5 

These areas were: Communication, co-operation, the recurrent 
downgrading and non-recognition of the importance of the spe- 
cialist soccer media, and a lack of comprehension by the clubs 
that newspapers, magazines and the electronic media outlets are 
business enterprises, not public relations agencies. 

Marconi secretary George Keith deplored the parochial atti- 
tudes of the Sydney daily press, claiming it completely ignores 
the interstate clubs in the league, thus making promotion of a 
national competition that much harder. 

The meeting, which took place at the Hakoah club in Sydney 
under the chairmanship of Sydney City secretary Mike Urukalo 
and also was attended by PSL secretary Paul Kemp, discussed a 
number of other subjects. 

Those in attendance decided to send “strong letters” of 
displeasure to clubs which failed to send delegates, as well as to 
PSL vice-chairman Tony Labbozetta, who was expected to show 
up but failed to do so. 

PSL chairman Sam Papasavas apologised in advance for being 
unable to turn up due to a prior engagement.

A surprise decision by Bris- 
bane City coach Nereo Saftich 
to reinstate big stopper Peter 
Tokesi to the Philips League 
team proved to be the master 
stroke which gave City a 31 
local derby win over Lions.
